BELGIAN HARE 



AND RABBIT. 



Some one haa asked what is the differ- 
ence between the Belgian Hare and the 
ordinary hare or rabbit. The following 
definitions are given by a correspondent 
to New York Times:

Each step of the way has been bitterly 
contested, and that there has been ad- 
vancement in the rights of women at all 
is dne entirely to the fact that the few, 
not the many, possessed the right to in- 
sure the change. Had it been necessary 
to submit the question of co-education to 
popular vote before the experiment had 
been tried, there would not be 40,000 
young women studying in cur colleges 
and universities to-day. The concensus 
of public opinion in 1830 wss that the 
brains of women were quite incompe- 
tent to receive a college education ; that 
their physical health could not endure a 
fouW^ears course of study, and that a 
college educated woman was an anoma 
]y alike repulsive to men and women. 
Had a vote been taken, co education 
would have been overwhelmingly de- 
feated. 

The progress has come because women 
of a larger mould, loftier ambitions, and 
nobler self-respect than the average 
have been willing to face the opposition 
of the world for the sake of liberty. 
More than one such as these deserve 
the rank of martyr. The sacrifice of 
suffering, of doubt, of obloquy, which 
has been endured by the pioneers in the 
woman movement will never be fully 
known or understood. For sixty years 
and more a vigorous agitation baa been 
waged in the Uoi ed States to establish 
equal rights for women and men. Un- 
der its influence and guided by the 
brave leadership of brave men and wom- 
en, the evolution of woman's rights 
has moved on without a break.

The LaHeist Family Held The 
Post Office More Than Half 
A Century. 

POST OFFICE NOTES 

AND NEWS. 



The history of the Cloverport post- 
fice extends over a period of seventy- 
two years— from 1828. Before that time 
Cloverport mail was a Idressed to Har- 
burg and brought nere by a special 
carrier sent from this place. At that 
time stamps and envelopes were not 
used and letters came folded and sealed 
ith sealiDg wax, marked due 25c. Need- 
less to say that the amount of correspon- 
dence done then was vastly less than 
now or the poor-houses would have had 
to be enlarged to accommodate the ma- 
jority of the community. 

The name LaHeist has from the first 
been connected with the postal service 
in this town, some member of tbat fam- 
ily holding the position of post-master 
for more than half a century. In a book 
owned by Mr. Albert LaHeist are the 
complete records of the business done in 
the office from its beginning until tbe 
death of Mr. John LaHeist in 1884. Ad 
the LaHeists have made reliable, meth- 
odical and efficient post- masters 

The three LaHeist brothers, George, 
Sam and John, moved to Kentucky from 
Pennsylvania in the early part of this 
century. John was employed first as 
mail carrier, then George was given 
charge of the post office upon its estab- 
lishment He was then proprietor of a 
small store on the corner where now 
stands the Ilreckenridgi Inn and it was 
at this place tbat our grandfathers called 
for their mail. The total recepts of this 
fir t year amounted to $:Vi.57 and the 
salsry paid tbe post master was $15.68. 
Apropos of progression let us remark 
here that the total receipts in that same 
office for 1MB were $2232.71 and our pres- 
ent post-master draws a yearly salary of 
$1100 with allowances tbat amoun 
$1300. 

During his term of office Mr. George 
LaHeist moved the office to a bouse 
built for it on tbe site now occupied bv 
Mr. Julius Njlte's house and his brother. 
Mr. Sam LaHeist, had charge of it. 
When the Republicans came in power 
upon the election of Lincoln, 
George LaHeist, who had kept it durinit 
all the administrations from the sixth, 
tbat of John (J. Adams, was supplanted 
by his brother John. At that time the 
office was paying $400 a year. 

The most of us remember "Uncle 
Johnnie" who was post master twenty- 
three years and who died at his post in 
1884. During his term the office was 
moved three times: first to tbe place 
where Mr. J. H. Wills now lives, then 
to a log house on the spot now occu 
by Popham's saloon and again to the 
property now owned by Mr. Nolle, 
son and assistant, Mr. Albert LaHeist, 
served out his father's unexpired term. 
It was while "Uncle Johnnie" was post- 
master, in WHO, that the office became 
a money order office. 

When* Cleveland became president, 
Miss Lela Henly was appointed post- 
mistress which office she filled accepta- 
bly seven yeare. She moved it to the 
place it now stands. Her successor was 
Judge Wm. Abl, now of Hardinsburg, 
who remained in oflice until the re-elec- 
tion of Cleveland when Miss Henly 
again held it for four years. It was dur- 
ing the term of tbe genial and accon 
dating Judge Ahl tbat tbe office became 
a third class or presidential office. 

Our next and present post-masterils tbe 
Hon. Jonas D. Wilson, appointed by 
President McKinley. He and his popu- 
lar and efficient assistant, Marlon 
Weatherholt, are succeeding in serving 
the public acceptably and at the same 
time are doing their full duty to "Uncle 
Sam."

wool, or somewhat as the 
wood fibers of the familiar material 
known as excelsior curl up together, 
though the *teel wool Is very much 
finer, the finest of It being not much 
coarser than tho coarsest of natural 
wools. The steel wool Is put up In 
packages containing one pound each. 
These are something like roll* of cot- 
ton batting, but smaller, a pound of 
cxiely packed, making.

Made In various degrees of eoarse- 
ness, steel wool is put to a, variety of 
UBes. the finer wools for polishing wood 
and metal, and the coarser for rub- 
bing down palut and varnish. It la 
often used on special port* of work, 
while, for example, on the flat surfaces 
of a door a man would use sandpaper 
with a block back of It; for the mold- 
ing* he would use steel wool, which fits 
Into the crevices and conforms Itself 
to Irregfllar shapes. Bucb work can 
be done with steel wool far more readi- 
ly and quickly than with sandpaper, 
and It Is used with like advantai«e on 
Irregular and small surfaces and on 
carved work. 

Besides the steel wool there Is a 
coarser material of the same kind call- 
ed steel shavings, which Is put to vari- 
ous uses, as In taking off old paint or 
varnish aud In pollshlug wood before 
painting, and It Is used on bowling al- 
leys and on floors for smoothing and 
cleaning them. 

Sandpaper clogs In use, steel wool 
breaks down. The wool is commonly 
used with gloves to keep the ends from 
sticking Into the fingers.— New York 
Sun.

All really excellent champagne Is the 
result of Judicious blending. Time 
was when each big vineyard owner 
had bis own cellar and his own brund. 
But It has been found advantageous to 
sell the raw wine to dealers, who make 
one district supply what another lacks. 

But there are still a few provincial 
establishments that cling to tho old 
ways— crowning with a wreoth of flow- 
ers the first tubful of ripe grapes and 
keeping "the brldo of the cellar" full 
from year to year. 

The bride, be It understood. Is a spe- 
cial wine cask filled with tho first run- 
ning of the press. More accurately It 
holds the Juice which drips away be- 
fore any pressure Is applied. Wine 
from It Is never sold, but used upon 
high days and holidays, passed about 
as a gift or devoted to the comfort of 
the sick and the poor.

The Army In (he Fteld. 

The layman cannot easily reullze the 
vast amount ot mnterlal as to food anil 
ammunition demanded by an army In 
the fleld. A few facts anil figures as 
to this may aid to make it more tangi 
ble. Each man requires, at a mini- 
mum, three pounds and a half of food 
per day. Each animal should hat 
least 20 pounds of food In coun 
where grazing Is not abundant. If we 
take, for purpoaea of estimate, only 13 
pounds required to supply each animal, 
leaving five pounds to be gathered from 
the country by grazing and otherwise, 
we assume a quantity that may be cou- 
sldered a minimum. 

An army ot 150,000 men would re- 
quire about 60,000 animals for trans- 
portation of artillery, camp equipment, 
ammunition, food, hospital and med- 
ical equipment There should not be 
less tban 80,000 cavalry. There ahould 
not be leas than 10,000 animals avail- 
able at all times to supply losses. This 
makes a total of 80,000 animals to be 
fed. With this aa a basis we see that 
the dally demands would be for the 
men 530.000 pounds and for the horses 
1.850,000 pounds, or an aggregate of 
U870.0O0 pounds. This is equal to 
something more than 836 tons per day.

A PICNIC BASKET. 



Mow to Pack and Kill It to (Jive Com- 
plete Satisfaction to Hungry 



templed into depending on a paper box. 
Lunch for any number between (our and 
a doien ruay be beautifully stowed with- 
in one ol the straw telescope baskets 
which have dependable leather straps, 
and weigh almost nothing. Line it with 
a soft big napkin before you begin pack- 
ing, taking care to leave a long end at 
one side, to fold over the top. Upon 
the napkin put a sheet or two of paraffine 
paper, tucking it snug'y into the corners. 

Now you are ready lor the eatable*. 
Chicken is much better fried than 
boiled for eating cold. Have the butch- 
er unjoint a pair of broiling siza careful- 
ly, cutting the breast in two pieces tak- 
ing od the wings and dividing the leg) 
into drumstick and second joint. Wash 
well, salt and pepper delicately, roll in 
cracker dust and fry very brown in deep 
hot fat. Take up and drain upon paper 
in a hot plate, then allow to cool in open 
air. For packing lay a sheet of the 
paraffine paper over a wooden plate cr 
bit of stifl card board, pile the fried 
chicken upon it, draw the corners of the 
paper over it and it ia ready for packing. 
Bnt do not put it in the bottom ol your 
basket. Let the bottles of olives or 
pickles or relishes go there. They had 
better be opened and the brine or vine- 
gar poured off, both for safety and for 
saving weight. Tins of biscuit or sand- 
wiches should always go near the bot- 
tom. Where there are several of them 
it is best to stand them on end and 
wedge the bottles upright bet ween them. 

Either haui, tongue or smoked beef 
for sandwiches is best chopped tine, 
mixed with a little butter, lemon juice, 
and chopped parsley, or capers and cel- 
ery vinegar. Cut off the crust from the 
sandwich loaf, and butter the end before 
cutting off a slice. Spread the filling 
evenly and press tirmly together, if you 
have not a sandwich box to line with 
the oiled paper, pile your sandwiches 
even and wrap neveral thicknesses of the 
paper. Then take loaves of white and 
brown bread, cut off the end. butter thi 
loaf lightly, cut off the buttered surface 
and lav it buttered side down upon the 
end trust. Keep ou until you have the 
whole loaf sliced, buttered and piled 
nearly in its original shape. Wrap it 
deftly in paper— ciled paper of course— 
pass a strong, rubber band over it end- 
wise outside the paper, and fit it ia 
place. Treated thus it keeps fresh and 
saves MMk trouble and temper. You 
can stir lemon juice into the butter, or 
mix in tho yellow of eggs boiled for 
twenty minutes and then mashed 
smooth. Or cream cheese, or cottage 
cheese, may take the place of butter. 
Cottage cheese with just a dash of salt 



sandwich, often more acceptable than 
the real thing. 

Wrap all such things as sliced tongue, 
smoked relishes, or high flavor* 1 cheese 
firat weil in oiled paper, and then it 
foil — thus uothiug is either musse 
contaminated. Nuts should be shelled 
and salted— that is fried lightly, sprink- 
led wiui salt, drained of grease and cool 
ed. Put them in a box to themselves aid 
tie the box securely. 

I'ie at a picnic is an abomination ol 
desolation, custard the same, and cake 
not much better. Instead of them, take 
fruit, plenty of fruil, and if vour sweet 
tooth cries aloud, a box of good candy. 
Pack all these toward the bottom, letting 
your plate of chickeu come toward the 
top. I pon top of the chicken invert 
half a dozen wooden plates— but let not 
pride nor vanity beguile you iuto taking 
even leather ones. Over the plates lav a 
batch of Japanese napkins-at least 
for each person to be served. Stick into 
the crevicts here and there a steel knife, 
two or three lightweight plated forks, a 
full salt shaker with a dependable top, 
and half a dozen small cheap glasses, 
tspering enough to tit into each other. 
When all are as snug aa poaaibte fold a 
colored cotton tablecloth to the site of 
the basket, lay it on top of all, tuck over 
it the long end of the napkin, then slip 
on the basket cover, see that it fits 
square, and draw the straps till you have 
• firm parcel. 

Next comes wherewithal we shall 
drink. With very cool water and a very 
hot day, lemonade is the thing. But do 
not make the mistake of carrying lemons. 
Dissolve a pound of lump sugar in water 
•noog to coyer it, boil up once, skim 
well, let cool a little, then add the strain- 
ed juice of a dczen fresh lemons. Mix 
well, bottle and cork. A teaspoonful in 
a glass of water makes a delicious drink 
—and has the crowning mercy of having 
nothing but the glass to make it in.— St.

Uncle Sam s Soldiers Are Rap- 
idly Routing The Filipinos. 

KENTUCKY BOYS TO 

THE FRONT. 



EniTou or Brsckbnbidob News 
sire space in your paper to give your 
readers a short sketch of a soldier's life 
in the Philippine Islands and some of the 
work done by our regii 

Upon the arrival of our regiment, the 
3« U. 8. volunteer Infantry, at Manila, 
Dec. Mh, we went into the old barracks 
known as Cbartel DeMalate, formerly 
occupied by the Spanish. At that time 
the fighting was all on the North line. 
When we had been there a week 
A B C and D companies of the flrrt 
battalion were ordered to Han Pedro, 
Macati, to garrison the water works and 
J K L and M of the 3rd battalion were 
ordered to the Block House, south of 
Manila, to do garrison duty. In a few 
days E F Q and H companies 
ordered to Calamba, a small town about 
forty miles South of Manila, where it 
was reported that the 21st Inl't was hav- 
ing trouble with the insurgents. The 
21st was soon relieved by the 37th Infan- 
try. 

Here we were surrounded on all sides 
by the 
were well 

when Col. Bullsrd of the 39th took 
charge we made the niggers scarce. On 
Christmas morning Lieutenant Boyles 
with a small detachment of men sur- 
prised the enemy and killed fourteen 
men, among whom was a Japanese 
officer. They also captured several guns 



On Jan. 1st the 3!)th .re-inforced by its 
other battalions and well supplied with 
ammunition, want out to attack the 
enemy. After a hard fight the enemy 
was routed with fifty killed and seventy- 
five taken prisoner. Our loss was none 
killed and several only slightly wound- 
ed. After some slight skirmishing, an- 
other town was taken and we moved 



Just before Jan Utb at daylight, ws at- 
tacked St Thomas and did some sharp 
lighting. This resulted in a considerable 
loss to the enemy and we lost one pri- 
vate and had two officers and two pri- 
vates wounded. The next battle was 
San Diegj, said.to hays been the hardest 
fought on the south line. There 
scores of the enemy killed but ss each 
" here were from two to twenty ready 
to take his gun. The Filipinos are poor 
marksmen and seldom get one of our 
boys. In that battle however we lost 
one, and another died a few days after- 
ward. 

After a good night's rest we started on 
a six days march to the eastern coast of 
Luton. In one of the scraps on the way 
private Hudson, of Frankfort, Ky., was 
wounded twice but not seriously. Af- 
ter reaching the coast we marched di- 
rectly south about fifty miles, on an av- 
erage swimming five riven a day. We 
made rafts to carry our supplies and offi- 
cers, but we privates bad to swim them. 

On account of the hardships and ex- 
posures half of our men were unable to 
travel and that made it harder on the 
ones, who had to half carry and 
drag the sick ones. 
When we reached our southern limit 
e turned west on an old mountain trail. 
At that time our rations gave out. There 
we were in the mountains fifty miles 
provision supplies, with a lot of 
sick men. The few fellows who hsd 
saved a little hard tack were offered a 
dollar apiece for them. We killed some 
water buffalo" in ths forest which we 
ate without salt or bread. We lived on 
this and sugar cane and cocoanuts for 
four days and marched seven miles 
every day 

On the fifth day we reached ithe 30th 

ifantry and each man received his al- 
lowance of four hard tacks, two pieces of 
bacon and one pint ofjeoffee. We were 
the happiest fellows on earth that night 

When we bad rested a few days we 
marched to Santa Cms, a distance of 
about twenty-five miles, where ws were 
loaded on transports and taken back to 
Calamba, ths place we had left Jan. 1st. 
We had traveled 630 miles and were 
barefooted and bailees and our clothes 
were all dirty and torn. In a abort 
while, however, ws had new clothes 
and were living liks kings compared 
with our former hardships.

Greater In I860 Than In Any 
Previous Or Later Times. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL 

UNION PARTY. 



To a careless observer of political events 
and catastrophes it might seem that the 
great Democratic party had at the pres- 
ent time reached its climax of dissession 
and disaster but a revision of facts clear- 
ly showa that such ia not the case. There 
was a time in the party when contrary 
opinions caused enmity, when dissenting 
views meant blood shed and when war 
frenzied men formed and reformed 
and old political parties. 

The divisions of the Democratic party 
reached their height in the summer and 
fall of 1800. That summer there were 
three candidates for president in the 
Democratic party against Lincoln and 
Hamlin in the Republican party. Th 
northern wing nominated Stephen 4 
Douglass and Johnaon who were in fi 
vor of preserving the union at all ha: 
ards; the southern wing nominated Job 
C. Breckenrige, a rebel of the strongest 
type, with Lane for vice president, who 
advocated tbe immediate establishment 
of a Southern Confederacy and the con- 
stitutional union party nominated Bell 
and Everett, who represented the con- 
servative element of the party. 

This waa a hotly contested campaign 
and much bitter feeling was engendered. 
On account of tbe division of Democratic 
votes Lincoln was elected at the Noi 
ber election by a 40 per cent vote. Thus 
the war, which was inevitable but which 
might have been postponed four years, 
was brought on and Apr. 12th, 1801, a few 
weeks after Lincoln was inaugurated, 
the first gun of the civil war was fired. 

During this crisis tbe Democrats of 
our state were not idle. Here in Breck- 
enridge county a meeting waa held in 
indorsement of the Conservative Demo- 
crats and the following resolutions were 
written by the late David R. Murray Sr.. 
of this place and adopted by the county 
convention. They are interesting in 
showing as the position taken by our 
brother Democrats of forty years ago.

Reeolved-That Jno. C. Breckinridge ia 
a man whose sentiments tend to disunion 
and the establishment of a Southern 
confederacy, and that it ia the duty of 
•very Union loving man in this country 
to oppose him and his nefarious designs. 

Resolved— That Stephen A. Douglas 
advocates principles contrary to the 
spirit and letter of the constitution and 
injurious to the rights of the South; that 
he is the nominee of the Northern wing 
of the Democratic party and consequent- 
ly sectional and therefore ought not to 
receive the suffrages of a free and inde- 
pendent people. 

Resolved— That it is the duty of every 
Union loving man to rally to the support 
of Bell and Everett, the only conserva- 
tive candidates in the field, who stand 
on a platform broad as the Union, pare 
as the constitution, neceasary as the 
forcemeat of the laws. 

Resolved— That Bell and Everett 
the only men now before the people who 
are the nominees of a National party 
and tbe only men who can restore peace 
and quiet to our country now torn and 
riven by sectional factions and fast tend- 
ing to destruction. 

Resolved— That we fully endorse the 
nomination of Gen. Lealie Combs for 
tbe Appellate clerkship and that we will 
support him by our influence and votes, 
as he is a man every way capable of 

filling th e position.

By the general laws of England oak. 
ash and elm are "timber" If not youn- 
ger than 20 years, or so old that a good 
post cannot be cut from them. What 
constitutes "timber" varies slightly ac- 
cording to locality, but when a tree Is 
proved to be "timber" a person who 
has only a life luterest In the land It 
grows upon cannot cut It down unless 
It be on an estate cultivated solely for 
the producUon of salable "Umber" or 
unless he hasaspeclal agreement giving 
him power to do so. A mere life ten- 
ant may not even cut down trees which 
are not "timber," but which would at 
the age of 20 years attain that dignity. 

Botanists differ as to the poisonous 
nature of yew trees.
